Brilliant in the air and a 
perfect foil to Horseman, 
Keith never quite recaptured 
his old form when he 
recovered from injury and yet 
still managed to score some 
fine goals. Scored 24 in all dur- 
ing 40 matches. 


TONY HORSEMAN, ‘now 
in his 33rd year, became the 
league’s top goalscorer and 
played better than ever this 
season. His flicks and nudges 
brought many goals for. his 
colleagues while his passing 
was of the highest standard. On 
this form “Bodger” could (and 
should} go on forever. Played 
52 matches and scored 42 
goals. :
